that attends the tournament, annually : 
Is more, and more Is more than many. |

Unless you adopt a scheme and go 
prepared you won't see that parade.

With this in mind I have prepared 
a set of rules for folks who are going 
to the Tournament of Roses next 
year. Clip them out and follow them 
explicitly and you'll see the big event.

The rules follow:
X. First provide yourself and mem 

bers of your family with front, rear 
and side bumpers. These can be 
handily made out of oil derrick lum 
ber and strapped to the neck. Beforf 
you leave home put on your bumpers. 
They will protect you from the dangei 
of fractures when you pit your 
strength against the crowd which you 
will meet as soon as you alight from 
your car.

2. Buy a gross of hand grenades. 
These will be useful in blasting your 
way through traffic. Throw them at 
intervals in front of your car, thus 
clearing the way ahead. Save some 
for use after you blast out a parking 
space. You'll need them when you 
start out on foot.

3. Make a telescoping platform, si 
constructed with springs that you 
may stand on it, touch a button, and 
rlevate yourself to a height of GO oi 
75 feet. This will coat only abou 
$200 and Is absolutely essential i 
you wish to see the parade over the 
heads of those who get there ahead 
of you with the boxes and barrels on 
which they stand.

4. Make periscopes for the balance 
of your party. They should be twenty 
feet high. Persons equipped with 
periscopes may stand behind the

crowds and soe the parade clearly.
5. You can avoid the necessity o 

the equipment mentioned above b; 
golpg to Pasadena two weeks befon 
New Year's day, select a point o 
vantage and stick to It, day nn< 
night.

6. But in no event should you at­ 
tend the Tournament of Roses with­ 
out a long, sharp spear. This is ab­ 
solutely essential for use after the 
parade la over. For you cannot carry 
enough hand grenades to last until 
you are confronted with th<> necesHlty 
of fretting out of the crowd. Thi- 
spear may he used to clear the way 
in front of you. It may be used at 
the discretion of the carrier, hut it 
c'l-rt.'iinly must he used if you expect 
to get home in lime to vote at the 
.spring primaries. t

ORDINANCE No. 74

An Ordinance Creating a Road Fund 
for Use In Certain Districts of the 
City of Torrance, and Establishing 
a Business License Tax on AT 
Wells Drilled for Oil in the Cltj 
of Torrance. 
The Board of Trustees of the City 

of Torrance do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. There is hereby created 

an oil district Road Fund of the City 
of Torrance, into which fund shall be 
placed all moneys derived from the 
license tax hereafter In this ordinance 
imposed. The moneys from such 
fund shall be used only for the pur­ 
pose of building, repairing, or raaln- 
tainlng any public streets in that 
part of the City of Torranoe not in- 
eluded within the following boundary 
lines: 

Border Avenue on the East and
North,

Plaza Del Amo, on the Southwest 
and South,
Madrid Avenue on the West. 
Section 2. There is hereby estab­ 

lished a business license tax to be 
paid on or before January 1, 1924, by 
all persons, firms or corporations, op­ 
erating by drilling a well or wells for 
oil or gas, or operating by actually 
producing therefrom oil or gas, and 
all such persons, firms or corpora­ 
tions, shall pay as such a tax the 
sum of Two Hundred Fifty Dollars 
($250.00) for each and every well now 
being operated by them and for each 
and every well which shall be com­ 
menced to be operated by them prior 
to the 1st day of January, 1926. All 
of such taxes so paid shall be paid 
Into the Oil District Road Fund cre- 
ated by the foregoing section of this 
ordinance, and shall be used only for 
the purposes therein specified.

Section 3. It shall be unlawful for 
any parson, firm or corporation to 
operate or cause to be operated any 
well as In this ordinance defined 
without having paid the license tax 
herein Imposed, and any violation of 
this section shall constitute a mis­ 
demeanor punishable by a fine of not 
to exceed Three Hundred Dollars 
($300.00) or imprisonment not to ex­ 
ceed sixty days (60) or both such 
fine and Imprisonment, and each and 

' every day that any such well is op­ 
erated or caused to be operated in 
violation of this ordinance uliall oon- 
stltute a separate and distinct vlo- 
lation hereof.

Section 4. The City Clerk shall cer­ 
tify to the passing of this ordinance 
and cause the same to be published 
once In the Torrance Herald, and 
thereupon and thereafter same shall 
be In full force and effect
